Q. What 35mm color transparencies do you have of the Taurus Mountains in Southern 
Turkey and of the Cicilian Gate? 29X1AZg 


A. 1. The two TE ILACH white photos previously identified are the only 
pictures BBMJof the Cicilian Gate, as such. The black and white photo 9-12, 
September 1952, elevation 1200 meters, is of the Cicilian Gate showing the 
blacktop road at the narrowest point in the defile, northward. The black and 

white photo 9-13 is the Cicilian Gate downgrade, looking toward the south to 

Burucek, a resort area for the people of Adana. 
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2. Photo No c-8-8 


is at Akdag, just west of Pozant. Here, the main roads from Central Turkey 
converge toward the Cicilian Gate, which is near by and slightly downstream. 
Photo No C-8-9 is at Burucek, looking north toward the Akdag area. This place 
somewhat closer to the Cicilian Gate than C-8-8, still on the inland side.
